SPRINGER'S main concern was to obtain new 
D2 forms. ORDB told Prisoner that k 5HNKE 
Y/’cuid be unable to supply them, and Prisoner 
and SPRINGER therefore decided to go toDE 
CHELARD at ITZEHOE to see whether he could help 
them. Prisoner and SPRINGER spent the night at 
HEEDE's flat.

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Prisoner and SPRimSR visited Hilde SCHXfER, 
Rotenbaum Chaussee 91, to obtain the latest 
nev/s of STEIDER and DE CfiELARD, Prisoner told 
SCHAFER that he intended to visit DE CHELi'iRD, 
and she asked him to call on her again on his 
return and give her the latest news.
